WASHINGTON.  May  1 

(UPI)  — TV  disc  jockey  Dick 
Clark  goes  back  before  House 
payola  investigators  today  for  a 
second  day  of  questioning  on 
whether  his  financial  invest- 
ments influenced  his  playing  of 
records. 

Clark,  idol  of  the  teen-age  set. 
told  the  House  subcommittee  at 
a four-hour  session  Friday  that 
he  had  parlayed  Investments  of 
$53,773  into  a cash  return  of 
$286,604  and  a current  net  worth 
of  $576,590.

Chessman 
Awaits  Call 
Of  Death 


SAN  QUENTIN,  Calif.,  May  2 
— (UPI)  — Convict-author  Caryl 
Chessman  spent  the  last  17  hours 
before  his  scheduled  execution  in 
a cell  just  13  steps  from  San 
Quentin’s  gas  chamber. 

The  cell  was  six  floors  below 
death  row,  where  the  38-year- 
old  kidnaper-rapist-robber  spent 
12  years  in  his  controversial 
joust  with  death. 

YESTERDAY  afternoon  he 
was  taken  to  the  death  watch 
cell,  where  he  exchanged  his 
prison  denims  for  a white  shirt 
and  blue  jeans. 

He  was  allowed  visitors.  Two 
of  his  attorneys,  George  T.  Dav- 
is and  Rosalie  Asher,  were  in 
conference  with  Chessman  until

One  hundred  three  years  of 
nursing  are  being  celebrated 
by  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity nursing  dept.  Two 
manikins,  representing  Flor- 
ence Nightingale  and  the  mod- 
ern nurse,  are  on  display  on 
the  main  floor  of  the  Smith 
Family  Living  Center. 

NURSING,  according  to  its 
founder,  Miss  Nightingale,  is 
“ a mighty  influence  against 
man’s  cruelty  to  man."  Today 
Joseph  Folding  Smith,  presi- 
dent of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
•Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
says.  “If  we  can  uplift  and 
ameliorate  the  conditions  of 
mankind,  it  is  our  mission  to 
do  so.” 

Miss  Nightingale  was  at  the 
top  of  her  career  in  1857  dur- 
ing the  Crimean  War. 

TODAY  MODERN  nursing 
areas  include  hospital  nursing, 
public  health  nursing,  nursing 
education,  occupational  nurs- 
ing and  military  service.  It  has 
taken  great  strides  since  1857.

'Religion  in  America' Tells  Pastor  Pal

It  should  not  be  news  to  any- 
one that  preachers  are  under- 
paid. 

But  some  church  members 
may  be  surprised — even  shocked 
— to  learn  just  how  poorly  the 
average  minister  is  reimbursed 
for  his  60  to  80  hour  work  week 

SOME  enlightening  figures 
are  at  hand  from  a survey  con- 
ducted recently  by  the  Methodist 
Church,  the  nation’s  largest  Prot- 
estant body. 

Questionnaires  were  sent  to 
900  Methodist  ministers  selected 
on  a “sampling”  basis  to  repre- 
sent all  parts  of  the  country  and 
all  types  and  sizes  of  local 
churches. 

THE  AVERAGE  cash  salary  of 
the  ministers  covered  by  the  sur-

vey  is  $5,288.  By  clergy  stand- 
ards, this  is  high.  Other  surveys 
covering  many  denominations 
have  indicated  that  the  average 
salary  for  all  U,  S.  Protestant 
pastors  is  around  $4,500. 

So  the  first  thing  to  bear  in 
mind  about  this  survey  is  that, 
it  deals  with  a group  of  ministers 
who  are  a little  bit  better  off 
than  most  of  their  colleagues. 

EVEN  SO,  the  questionnaires 
tell  a bleak  story. 

Thi^e-fourths  of  the  Methodist 
parsons  said  they  are  currently 
in  debt.  In  each  case,  some  fi- 
nancial crisis — big  medical  bills, 
a child  entering  colle^  or  some- 
thing of  that  sort — ^has  pushed 
the  precariously-balanced  family 
budget  into  the  red.  The  average 
indebtedness  is  $1,871,  which  is 
enough  for  even  a- man  of  faith 
to  worry  about. 

IN  THE  light  of  these  figures, 
it  seems  truly  remarkable  that 
not  one  of  the  ministers  in  the 


survey  plans  to  give  up  his  voca 
tion  in  order  to  seek  a livinj  i;;: 
wage  in  an  easier  job. 

All  said  they  came  into 
ministry  because  they  felt  C 
had  called  them  to  that  serv; 
and  they  intend  to  stick  it  ou!>-- 
regardless  of  the  sacrifices 
volved  for  themselves  and  theiiL 
families.
